A reftified Account of TIME, by a New Luni-Solar Year ; 


So as the beginning of every Month ſhall be within about a Day of the New- 
Moon ; and of every Year within halt a Month of the Vernal Equinox. 


I. LET the Account begiz with March 10, 1680. From thence — 

IT. Let Time be divided into Periods, of 38 Years each ; viz. 24 ordinary 
Years, of twelve Months ; and 14 extraordinary, of thirteen Months. 

ITI. In every Tear, let the twelve firſt common Months confilt of Days 30, 
29,&c,alternately ; viz, the firſf Month,of 3o Days; the ſecond,of 29; the third, 
of 30,cc. that 1s, The oa Months,of even days ; and the evez Months,of od days: 

I V. Butinthe Tears 2, 5, 7,10, 13,15,18,21,24,26,29,32,34,37, of every 
Period, viz. in the 14 extraordinary Years, let a 13** Month be intercalated, ha- 
vins Days 31, 30,&c,alteraatclyallo : viz.the intercalar i 3* Month of the ſecond. , 
Year of the Period,to have 31 days ; of the 5** Tear, zo days; of the 7*>, 31,%. 

V. Let 14 aaaitional Days be inſerted every (37 Periods) 1406 Years ; 
that is, 1 Day every 100 Years and ; of a Year; or rather, r Day every 100 
Years, for 800 ; and tor 606, 1 Day every 101 Years, interchangeably. (c) 

The which being done, will adjuſt the Account of Time for ever. R.}V. 
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
